(A) These Regulations may bo called Aprons for 
Drafting Syslcins (Synthetic ife Leather) Inspection Regu- 
lations 1970. 

(B) it shall be applicable to all manufacturers includ- 
ing machinery manufacturers in case they are manufac- 
turing the material as a part of the machine or other- 
wise. 

(2) Defutitiun : 

(A) “Material" means Aprons for Drafting Systems. 
(Synthetic & Leather). 

(B) “Lot” means til collection of items purporting to 
be of one definite type and quality from which a sample 
is drawn and inspected to determine its acceptibilily. 

(C) “Defective” means a defective unit (article, part, 
specimen etc.) containing one or more defects with res- 
pect to ibc quality characieristic(s) under consideration. 

(D) “Inspector” means the person deputed to inspect 
the material. 

(F. ) All words and expicssiuiis used (hu not dcliiied in 
tlu.' u'guFitioi]', iiiid denned m the Texides Committee Act 
1963 (No. 41 of 1963) shall have the meaninp respec- 
tivclv .issigned to them in the aforesaid Act. 


(3) Offering for Inspection : 

(A) The manufacturers will be responsible for carry- 
ing out pre-inspection of material prior to offering the 
same for inspection so lis to eliminate any material which 
is not iipto the required standard. 

(B) The rciectcd lot shall not be olfercd again unless 
the same is re-inspected by the manufacturers. 

(C) The pre-inspected material shall be kept properly 
in a well lighted shed near a table with a attendant to 
assist the inspection. 

(D) An olfcring letter shall be sent to the Textiles 
(Committee in the appended form (Appendix.!), 

(4) Inspection Criteria : 

(A) The Inspection of the material shall be in accord- 
ance with the standards and tolerances as indicated in 
this regulation, except where the contract between the 
buyer and the seller stipulates higher standards or closer 
tolerances than those laid down in this inspection regula- 
tion, when the inspection shall be in accordance with such 
higher standards and closer tolerances. 

(5) Rectification & Rejection : 

( A) The defective material detected in the course of 
inspection shall be replaced by good material or defects; 
rectified.

23 of the Textiles Committee Act, 1963 (No. 41 of 1963) 
read with sub-clause (d) and (e) of sul>scction 2 of 
SJection 4 of the same Act, the Textiles Committee, with 
the previous sancliou of the Ceniral Government, makes 
the following regulations establishing Inspection Standards 
for Textile Machinery E<)uipmcnl meant for export as 
well as internal consumption and specifying the type of 
inspection fo be applied 

( 1 ) Short Title tt Application ; 

(A) Tbese Regulations may be called Pickers for 
Looms Inspection Regulations, 1970. 

(B) It shall be applicable to all romufacturers inclu- 
ding machinery manufacturefs in case they are manufac- 
turing the material as a part of the machine or otherwise, 

(2) Definitions ; 

(A) “Material” means Pickers for Loorns. 

(B) “Lot” means a coilcction of items purporting to 
be one definite (ype and quality from which a .sample is 
drawn and inspected to determine its acceptability. 

(C) “Defective” means a defective unit (article, part, 
specimen etc.) containing one or more defects with res- 
pect to the qmdity characteristiefs) under consideration. 

(D) “Inspector” means the person deputed to inspect 

the material. , .. 

(E) All words and expressions used but not defined in 
these regulations and defined in the Textiles Committee 
Act, 1963 (No. 41 of 1963) shall have the meanings res- 
pectively assigned to them in the aforesaid Act. 

(3) Offering for Inspection : 

(A) The manufacturers will be responsible for carry- 
ing out pre-inspection of material prior to offering the 
same for in.spcction so as to eliminate any material which 
is not up to tile required standard. 

(B) The rejected lot shall not be offered again unless 
the same is re-irrspecied by the manufacturers, 

(C) The pre-inspected material shall be kept properly 
in a well lighted .shed neiu- a table with, attendant to assist 
the inspection.
